However, viewed from 
the 
moon, it will be the sun which 
is eclipsed. 
Dr. Thornton Page, a NASA 
scientist, said the colors of the 
eclipse viewed by the television 
camera should be spectacular. 
The camera will be turned on 
at about 2:25 p.m. EDT, just as 
the final crescent of the sun is 
blocked by the earth. 
“The sunlight shining through 
the earth’s 
atmosphere should 
create a vivid red ring with a 
big green diamond,” he said. 
The solar corona, the flames 
of the sun which leap millions 
of miles into space, will next 
come into view as the earth 
blocks tile sun’s main body.
